TOO MUCH LENIENCY. 


Criminal conditions today have reached such 


a poin^ that law-respecting persons who might 
be otherwise more or less soft-hearted believe 
severity should be the rule. They believe that 
when a person is convicted in a fair trial his 
sentence should seldom be interfered with by 
those powers which can give him liberty by pa- 
role or by full pardon. 


To many criminals the hope of early pardon 


•or parole is an incentive to criminal activity. 
The possibility of being confined for a 
few 


months or a few years has little terror for them 
and, hoping for pardon or parole, they proceed 
with their criminal acts. 


If parole and pardon authorities would de- 


cline to grant leniency except in really worthy 


cases the prospect of long imprisonment would 
serve to decrease criminality., 


KEEPING DOWN NOISE.

t&at they are offering a prize for tbJe best pro- 
gram of noise abatement. All cities axe noisy: 
American cities; because of,their high buildings 
and the consequent congestion^ are among the 
worst offenders In 'the world^ New 'frbrk is t'o 
Berlin as a caliope is to a flute. 


Many and perhaps most Aemicans assume 


that" the noise of cities is inevitable. As there is 
nothing to be done about it, they say, there" is no" 
use making matters worse by fuming and com- 
plaining. 
They are wrong. The noise is all 


man-made and much of it is caused by the in- 
difference and ignorance of the men who made 
it. All the mechanical shieks, groans and ham- 
merings-could be considerably reduced in volume 
if public opinion demanded it. 
And public 


opinion ought to demand it. Steam shrieks, pile 
drivers, riveters, street car gears and street car 
intersections, taxicab brakes and motor cutouts 
are among our principal offenders. To these in 
New York must be added the peculiar and need- 
less horrors of the elevated. All of these noise- 
makers can and ought to be muffled. 


Noise is wasteful of human energy. When 


men -and women must work in noisy surrond- 
ings, much of their energy is exhausted in fight- 
ing the disturber. Their -work suffers and at the 
end of the day they are needlessly fatigued. For 
some reason which it is difficult to understand, 
Americans will accept noises when they will not 
tolerate offensive sights, offensive smells, and 
offensive personal behavior. 
The mystery is 


deepened when it is realized that the noises are 
probably more injurious to health and peace of 
mind than the other nuisances combined.

Colds and Grippe

The popular conception of the cause of 
colds and grippe is exposure to damp- 
ness, sudden changes of weather and 
similar external influences.
